end of our waſting diviſions by meanes of a perſonall _ 
_-* Treaty, ſo often preſſed by our Brethren of Scotland , 
and earneſtly deſired by the Generalitie of the Kingdome , asap- 
peareth-by the late ſeverall Petitions of the reſpective Counties 
to that purpoſe. But wee tind by ſad experience that the Indepen- 
dent partie, inſteed of applying themſelves to the. ſettlement 
and compoſure of differences, according to their faith publi-. 
quely given-to: the whole Kingdome ( But moſt ſhametully vio- 
lated in their propoſalls of the Army ) have ſeized into their 
handes, and guarriſoned all the ſtrong places of the Kingdom, 
oVerrunning,diſarming,and plundering the Country, as it 1t were, 
a-conquered Nation. And all this for no other cauſe, But that they, 
in-amhumble- way: had! manifeſted their. deſire of peace, andrto. 
have an end of fo heavy preſſures, which lay uppon them , by the 
arbitrary power of Committees, and the uniult continuation of- 
the Exciſe and Land-taxes, after ,the utter defeat of the Kings 
partie; from-whoſe fines and Compoſitions they drew mony. 
enough. to have ſatisfied moſt part ofthe debts of rhe Kingdom. 
And Seing likewiſe, that the Power and Afﬀaires of the navy, were 
put into ſuch handes, as were not onely enemyes to the King and, 
Kingedome, but euen to Monarchy it ſelfe, that the ſtyle of Com+ 
miſhons at ſea were latly altered, leauing cutthe Kinges name, 
and mentioning onely the Parliament and Army, which WECe 
underftood-to bee aidifinherifon-of his: Majeſty and his childeren, 
that wee had no ſettled forme of divine worthipp., no Communit- 
ons, little- or 'no'preaching on board, but by iUiterate and me- 
chanique' perſons, that there was adeſigne of introducing-land 
fouldiers into every ſhip to. maſter and overaw? the ſea men, 
things fo contrary to the antient Cuitomes anc Orders of the 
Sea, that wee thought our ſelves bound in conſcience to doe 
ſomething, for the recovery of our owne right , the reeſta 
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ment of religion 2ccording to the word of God ; and the co-- 
venant ſolemly taken, the honor, preſervation , and freedome of 
his Majeſty, the Priviledge of Parlzament , and the Liberty of the 
Sub;e&, 2nd not bee mad? any longer the unhappy Inſtruments of 
the miſery of King and Kingedome, at which tzme God putit into 
our mindes, and incovraged our hearts, -and ftrengthned our 
handes, to remove Collonel Rain:borougb from the command of 
the flecte , a man of moſt deſtructive Principles both in Religiorf” 
and Policie, and a known enemy to the peace and ancient! gover- 
ment of this Kingedome which we have ſworne to uphold and 
mantayne with our livesand fortunes , Deſyreinge all honeſt ſea- 
men not to be deluded any longer with wordes, but one and all, to 
joyne with us,and to put to their handes to ſo honeſt a worke,the 
glory whereof (next under God ) will bee imputed to them ,and_. 
the reward no queſtion will bee Proportionable , both in this 
world,and the world to come. Wee have bin longe preſſed inthe 
Kinges name, though againſt his will and intereſt , let us now doe 
him ſome reallſervice 1n this tyme of his greate afflition, which 
God hath wonderfully enabled him to beare, and will doubtleſſe 
in his good tyme reſtore himtous, and us to our knowne lawes 
and libertyes. Looke upon the Prince of Wales heir apparent of 
the three crownes , and G-neralifimo under his Royall father of 
all forces by ſea and land. Looke upon the Duke of Yorke Lord 
high Admirall of England, Princes of ſo much hope and forward- 
nes,as the world hath not the like , extracted from the higheſt 
blood in Chriſtendome, allied to,and befreinded by all forraigne 
Potentates,invited by the Scottiſh Nation, and by the beſt part of 


* ours to the recoveringe of their owne, who have had no hand in 


the miſeryes of thisKingedome,and confider with your ſelves by 
what laiv of God or man they can bee thruſt out of their juſt Poſ- 
ſefGons into exile, there to live, as it were, upon the almes of 
rangers Come in and joyne with us,and you ſhall want'nothine: 
wee have good {hippes, good heartes, good handes , and which 
is worth all , God, and the law on our fyde. And the Almighty 
ſearcher of all hearts ſo proſper us in our undertakings as 
wee Intend the advancement of his glory in the ſetlement of the 
true Proteſtant religion according to his holy word, the honour 
freedome and juſt rightes of his Majeſty , the confirmation of the 
Priviledges of Parliament, and of the Lorry of the ſubject, by an 
equall and wel grounded Peace. |
